A Pilgrim Tercentenary exhibit 
will be on view in the Children's 
Room beginning about November 
twenty-second. It will include the 
following groups in miniature: a 
Massachusetts Indian village, the 
coming of the Mayflower, Plymouth 
in 1622, and the first Thanksgiving. 
The work involved in constructing 
the Indian village was done by 
pupils in the Alger School under the 
direction of Miss Spencer, the group 
showing Plymouth in 1622 by pupils 
in the Hely School under Mr. 
Greener, and the group showing the 



first Thanksgiving by pupils in the 
Columbian School under Miss 
Mackey. There will also be shown 
a colonial kitchen or living room, 
the furnishings for which were made 
by pupils in the Barstow School 
under the direction of Miss Wood- 
bury. The settings for the various 
groups were made under the super- 
vision of Miss Guysi of the Art 
Department of the public schools.
